REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 15-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance are the limitations found in independent claims 15 and 28 for an 
autonomous operation control system comprising a signal generating unit that 
generates a plurality of signals, which include an unpleasant noise, an alarm, a flash, a 
communication signal, a laser light, a signal source for measuring the Doppler effect, 
and a wind velocity and distance, in combination with the other claimed elements. The 
prior art does not disclose or suggest any motivation to teach this combination of signals 
in combination with the other claimed elements. 

3. All previous claim objections and rejections have thus been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendments and arguments.
